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KHOEKHOE  POTS 
DISCOVERED  NEAR  PRINCE  ALBERT 


next  to  the  intact  pot,  with  most  of  the 
shards  lying  nearby,  showing  that  little 
disturbance  has  taken  place  since  the  pot 
was  placed  there.  Any  strong  current  of 
water  or  trampling  by  sheep  would  dis- 
perse small  pottery  fragments  downslope, 
suggesting  that  the  shards  have  not  been 
exposed  for  any  length  of  time.  Neither 
pot  is  decorated. 

Gareth  removed  the  pots  from  the  soft 
sandy  soil.  He  and  his  friend,  Willem 
Mathee,  a  student  at  Nelson  Mandela 
Metropolitan  University,  brought  the  pots 
to  me  at  Scholtzkloof  for  further  informa- 
tion. I  was  thrilled  to  see  the  pots,  be- 
cause in  45  years  of  association  with 
caves  and  cave  deposits,  archaeology, 
archaeologists,  digs  and  museums  I  have 
never  before  experienced  the  discovery 
of  an  intact  Khoe  pot,  let  alone  one  with 
special  contents.  Enquiries  at  the  Iziko 
Museum  in  Cape  Town  revealed  that 
despite  being  the  oldest  museum  in  South 
Africa,  with  a  history  of  collection  going 
back  almost  200  years,  the  archaeological 
collection  of  Khoe  pots  numbers  only  34, 
and  of  these,  only  4  are  recorded  as  being 
complete.  The  Prince  Albert  Khoe  pot  is 
very  special! 

Pot  No  1 

This  is  a  medium-sized  squat  pot  measur- 
ing 17.2cm  from  rim  to  bottom  with  the 
pointed  base  typical  of  Khoekhoe  pottery. 
Only  one  of  the  Iziko  Khoe  pots  has  a  flat 
base.  It  does  not  have  reinforced  pierced 
lugs  through  which  ropes  or  thongs  were 
threaded  and  knotted,  for  hanging  and 
transport.  The  thin  fired  pottery  is  tem- 
pered with  what  appears  to  be  finely 
crushed  quartz  grit  to  prevent  cracking. 

My  geologist  husband,  John  Begg,  took 
one  look  at  the  glistening  contents  and 
said:  "Magnetite".  A  quick  test  with  a 
small  horseshoe-shaped  magnet  proved 
him  correct:  the  dark  mineral  jumped 
spectacularly  onto  the  magnet  exactly  as

Two  pots  of  typical  Khoekhoe 
(Hottentot)  type,  one  intact  and  con- 
taining a  dark  glistening  substance,  the 
other  broken  into  a  number  of  large  and 
small  fire -blackened  shards,  were  discov- 
ered in  late  December  by  Gareth  Williams 
of  Prince  Albert.  They  had  eroded  out  of  a 
natural  drainage  channel  on  the  Waterkop 
smallholdings  adjacent  to  the  town.  A  day 
or  two  before  Christmas,  it  had  rained 
heavily  in  Prince  Albert,  and  the  run-off 
and  rain  between  them  had  further  exposed 
and  washed  the  dust  off  the  pots,  a  process 
probably  on-going  since  the  pots  were  first 
cached  there  by  a  Khoe  man  or  woman 
many  long  years  ago. 

The  intact  pot  was  found  lying  on  its  side 
and  buried,  with  just  its  opening  and  part 
of  the  short  neck  protruding  above  the  soil 
with  the  closed  end  facing  upstream.  The 
protruding  portion  of  the  pot  retains  the 
original  reddish  colour  of  its  outer  surface, 
but  any  colour  on  the  buried  part  of  the  pot 
has  been  leached  away  by  groundwater 
and  damp  soil.  The  second  pot  was  found

in  the  classic  magnetic  field  demonstra- 
tion using  iron  filings.  For  what  reason 
did  the  Khoe  person  or  people  cache  it? 

Early  travellers  have  recorded  the 
Khoekhoe  custom  of  smearing  them- 
selves with  glistening  mineral  substances 
mixed  with  animal  fat  and  sprinkling  and 
rubbing  it  into  their  hair  to  make  it  shine. 
In  particular,  this  practice  referred  to 
specularite,  an  even  shinier  form  of  iron 
ore,  known  by  the  Tswana  as  'sebilo'. 
Both  substances  were  traded  and  used  to 
mark  the  body  for  certain  rituals. 

A  study  of  the  available  literature  re- 
vealed that  magnetite  cached  and  buried 
in  clay  pots  and  ostrich  eggshell  flasks 
have  been  found  from  Namibia  to  the 
Western  Cape,  along  the  southern  Cape 
coast  and  inland.  Only  two  of  the  34 
Iziko  pots  are  recorded  as  having  had

A  Christian  Perspective:  The  season  of  Lent 


in  13  February  the  40  day  journey 
towards  Easter  started  in  the  Chris- 
tian Church.  It  was  the  beginning  of  Lent 
-  and  as  with  all  new  beginnings,  oppor- 
tunities abound. 

The  traditional  purpose  of  Lent  is  the 
preparation  of  the  believer,  through 
prayer,  penance,  repentance,  almsgiving, 
and  self-denial,  for  the  great  festival  of 
Easter.  The  earliest  reference  to  such  a 
season  is  from  the  Canons  of  Nicea  (325 
CE).  During  Lent,  many  of  the  faithful 
commit  to  fasting  or  giving  up  certain 
types  of  luxuries  as  a  form  of  penitence. 
In  Rio  de  Janeiro  the  Mardi  Gras  carnival 
took  place  and  in  many  Church  Halls  and 
homes  around  the  world  pancakes  were 
served  on  Shrove  Tuesday,  the  day  pre- 
ceding the  season  of  Lent.  A  final  feast 
before  the  fast. 

For  some  Christians  Lent  is  a  time  of 
going  without  some  treat  or  vice  and 
giving  the  money  saved  to  charity.  You 
might  well  remember  the  Mayor  of  the 


French  village  in  the  film  Chocolat,  who 
took  fasting  to  a  new  level. 

June  Mack  Maffin  is  an  Anglican  priest 
living  in  Canada  whose  book  Soulistry  - 
Artistry  of  the  Soul,  will  be  part  of  my 
reading  during  Lent.  She  has  an  alternative 
approach  towards  Lent  and  a  blessing  for 
all  of  us  at  this  time: 

"Unlike  many  of  my  friends  and  col- 
leagues, I'm  not  'giving  up'  anything  for 
Lent.

His  memorable  answer  was  that  it  was 
"too  difficult  to  explain". 

I  later  wrote  to  the  Municipal  Manager 
to  ask  him  to  ask  the  A-G  to  reconsider 
my  request  and  provide  his  response  in 
writing.  Unsurprisingly  my  email  went 
unacknowledged,  let  alone  answered. 

I  am  sceptical  about  the  A-G  and  his 
infernal  audits.  They  are  unnecessary, 
since  the  financial  performance  of  the 
Municipality  can  be  adequately  moni- 
tored by  councillors,  if  they  are  doing 
their  jobs,  by  the  Audit  Committee,  by 
an  internal  auditor,  by  the  Municipal 
Public  Accounts  Committee,  which  for 
reasons  unclear  to  me  still  hasn't  been 
established,  and  by  the  residents  them- 
selves, who  don't  need  the  A-G  to  tell 
them  when  they  are  being  short 
changed. 

The  A-G  sub-contracts  the  audit  func- 
tion to  private  sector  auditors,  and  pre- 
sents us  with  the  bill  -  this  year  R1.7-m, 
nearly  4%  of  our  total  revenue,  or  over 
9%  of  funds  directly  under  our  con- 


trol. Even  this  prodigious  sum  would  be 
worth  it  if  it  represented  value  for 
money. 

But  it  doesn't.  We  pay  it  in  order  for 
some  pampered  theoreticians  to  give  us 
an  otiose  report  that  tells  us  where  we 
have  been,  but  not  how  to  get  to  our  des- 
tination. 

A  clean  audit  is  expensive  to  achieve 
and  offers  no  guarantee  of  service  deliv- 
ery outcomes. 

The  Municipality  is  a  service  delivery 
organisation  with  a  relatively  easy  job  to 
do. 

Compliance  with  the  A-G's  onerous 
demands  is  diversionary  and  an  unwar- 
ranted interference  in  our  Constitutional 
right  to  govern  as  we  see  fit,  subject 
only  to  preferences  expressed  through 
the  ballot  box.

Starry  Splendour  over  Prince  Albert 


The  Autumn  Equinox  is  on  20 
March,  after  which  the  nights  will 
gradually  get  longer  than  the  days.  In 
Autumn  we  are  in  the  ideal  situation  to 
still  enjoy  the  last  of  the  summer  constel- 
lations in  the  early  evening  to  the  North- 
West  and  already  see  some  of  the  early 
winter  constellations  in  the  late  evening 
in  the  North-East. 

Make  a  last  effort  to  look  at  the  Orion 
Nebula  with  a  pair  of  binoculars  on  some 
kind  of  support  -  it  is  really  worthwhile. 

The  Orion  Nebula  (M42)  is  the  fuzzy 
patch  above  the  three  belt  stars  and  it  can 
be  regarded  as  a  maternity  ward  of  stars. 
The  dense  gas  cloud  that  you  will  see  is 
illuminated  by  the  bright,  young  stars  it 
has  borne  and  the  hydrogen  gas  itself  is 
only  made  visible  to  us  that  way. 

Can  you  imagine  how  much  gas  there 
must  be  so  that  one  can  actually  see  it? 
Seen  through  a  telescope  the  Orion  Neb- 
ula looks  alive  and  photos  from  the  Hub- 
ble Space  Telescope  show  a  colourful 
display  of  gas  and  stars. 

The  unilateral  Summer  Triangle  formed 
by  the  brightest  stars  of  the  Hunter  and 
his  two  hunting  dogs  (the  red  Betelgeuse, 
the  bright  Sirius  and  Procyon)  is  still  up 
in  the  North-West  indicating  that  the 
summer  is  over  and  that  we  can  now  ad- 
mire the  Autumn  Constellation  Leo 
above  our  heads. 

Virgo  is  also  an  Autumn  constellation 
but  it  is  difficult  to  identify  as  it  harbours 
only  one  bright  star,  Spica.  Venus  is  still 
the  bright  morning  star  while  Jupiter  is 
acting  as  the  evening  star  for  the  first  half 
of  the  night  in  March. 

Saturn  makes  its  reappearance  as  an  all 
night  object  in  the  constellation  of  Libra 
close  to  the  Scorpion  and  although  it  will 
be  at  opposition  to  the  Sun  only  on  28 
April  it  will  already  be  quite  bright  (mag 
0,3)  in  March  with  its  rings  opened  to  18 
degrees. 

The  imaginary  line  Regulus  -  Saturn  - 
Antares  is  part  of  the  Ecliptic,  the  orbital 
plane  of  the  planets  around  the  Sun.  All 


the  constellations  of  the  Zodiac  also  lie 
on  or  close  to  the  Ecliptic  while  Orion  is 
a  constellation  on  the  Celestial  Equator, 
which  is  the  other  imaginary  line  in  the 
sky  straight  from  east  to  west.  The  celes- 
tial equator  is  the  projection  of  earth's 
equator  extended  skywards  and  runs  ap- 
proximately parallel  to,  and  close  to, 
Orion's  belt. 

New  Moon  is  on  11  March,  while  Full 
Moon  is  on  27  March. 

In  Autumn  we  can  also  see  some  of  the 
most  beautiful  open  and  globular  star 
clusters.  In  Canis  major,  not  far  from  the 
bright  Sirius,  is  M41  and  of  course  the 
Jewel  Box  close  to  Becrux  must  not  be 
forgotten.  If  you  really  want  to  have  lots 
of  stars  in  your  eyes  look  at  the  bright 
patches  in  the  Milky  Way  to  the  right  of 
the  Southern  Cross. 

In  the  South  the  three  crosses  are  again 
visible  in  all  their  glory  above  the  Swart- 
berg.  The  Southern  Cross  points  the  way 
to  the  South  Celestial  Pole,  which  you 
can  find  by  extending  the  long  axis  of  the 
cross  four  and  a  half  times  where  the  long 
axis  itself  already  counts  as  one.  From 
the  South  Celestial  Pole  drop  a  line  verti- 
cally to  the  horizon  to  find  south  on  Earth 
(behind  the  Swartberg.) 

Extending  the  long  axis  of  the  Diamond 
Cross  westwards  brings  you  to  the  Large 
Magellanic  Cloud.

specularite  contents.  Specularite  and  mag- 
netite filled  pots  have  also  been  recorded 
from  pre-Christian  cairn-marked  Khoi 
burial  sites  where  the  bodies  were  typi- 
cally buried  in  a  crouching  or  squatting 
position  and  where  such  pots  form  part  of 
the  grave  goods.  This  attests  to  the  ritual 
and  social  importance  of  the  substance. 

Pot  No  2 

This  pot  also  had  a  pointed  base  and  was 
about  the  same  size  and  shows  evidence 
of  frequent  use  perhaps  for  cooking  or 
rendering  fat,  as  it  is  much  blackened  on 
the  outside  to  a  level  about  half  way  up 
the  pot  which  is  consistent  with  a  pot 
standing  in  the  hot  coals  and  ash  of  a 
cooking  fire.  There  might  be  enough  car- 
bon on  the  outside  of  the  pot  to  be  dated. 
The  pots  will  become  part  of  our  museum 
collection. 

The  pots  and  engravings  are  part  of  a 
broader  picture  of  pre-colonial  occupation 
of  Prince  Albert  and  environs:  there  is  a 
well-preserved  Khoekhoe  camp  site  with 
its  associated  stone  tools  and  manuports 
and  landscape  scars  of  a  sheep-kraal  on 
adjacent  Wolwekraal  as  well  as  a  second 
even  older  campsite  used  by  San  people 
who  left  behind  some  amazing  microliths 
(extremely  small  finely-flaked  stone  tools, 
often  less  than  2cm  long)  and  a  campsite 
probably  also  used  by  the  Khoi  more  re- 
cently. These  campsites  can  be  seen  on 
the  guided  walks  offered  by  Sue  and 
Richard  Dean. 

The  pot  discovery  emphasises  the  need 
for  proper  Heritage  and  Environmental 
Impact  Assessments  to  be  done  before 
development  takes  place.  Artefacts  should 
not  be  disturbed  or  removed  but  reported 
to  the  nearest  museum.  Together  with 
meteorites  and  all  gravesites,  they  carry 
legal  protection  in  terms  of  the  National 
Heritage  Resources  Act.  Spatial  relation- 
ships between  artefacts  and  between  arte- 
facts and  the  landscape  on  which  they 
occur  are  extremely  important  and  are 
very  easily  destroyed  by  careless  disrup- 
tion or  by  collecting,  thus  causing  infor- 
mation extinction.

.but  still  falling  short  in  the  eyes  of  many  ratepayers  &  residents 


Shortly  after  assuming  office  in  2011 
Executive  Mayor,  Councillor  G  Loi- 
tering, said  he  wanted  to  make  Prince 
Albert  one  of  the  best-run  municipalities 
in  the  Western  Cape.  A  goal  that  this 
Association  supported  wholeheartedly. 
And,  after  recently  receiving  the  Most 
Improved  Municipality  Award,  that  goal 
is  now  in  sight. 

But  a  number  of  service  delivery,  mainte- 
nance and  communication  issues  still 
require  attention. 

Road  maintenance,  from  North  to  South 
is  a  matter  crying  out  for  attention.  When 
it  rains,  municipal  employees  fill  in  many 
of  the  potholes  with  gravel,  only  to  have 
it  washed  away  with  the  next  rain.  There 
are  no  pavements  in  North  End  and  no 
gutters  to  direct  storm  water.  Street 
names  all  over  town  are  vandalised  or 
indecipherable  making  it  almost  impossi- 
ble to  direct  emergency  services  to  those 
in  need. 

For  close  on  two  years  our  Association 
has  been  encouraging  the  municipality  to 
use  bulk  SMS  as  a  means  of  communicat- 
ing important  notices  (e.g.  power  out- 
ages, water  restrictions,  public  council 
meetings,  etc.)  to  residents.  But  still  the 
truck,  the  staff  and  the  loud  hailer  are 
used.  And  while  often  thought  "quaint" 
by  visitors  it  is  certainly  neither  the  most 
modern  or  efficient  means  of  speedy 
communication. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Friend  in  August  201 1 
the  Mayor  said  that  all  would  be  done  to 
ensure  Prince  Albert  had  a  clean  environ- 
ment. But  the  litter  along  the  northern 
approach  to  town  still  blows  about  un- 
abated. And  the  rubbish  flowing  out  of 
unsightly  'refuse  hoks'  that  greets  visitors 
to  our  town  should  be  the  bane  of  anyone 
seeking   to   promote   tourism   to   Prince 


Albert.  And,  although  not  visible  to  visi- 
tors, the  municipal  rubbish  dump  is  a 
chronic  eyesore  to  residents,  and  there 
appears  to  be  no  effective  supervision. 

Some  months  ago  a  crowd  of  green-clad 
workers  swept  the  pavements,  building  up 
little  heaps  of  rubbish  that  were  never, 
ever  collected.  Rubbish  on  pavements  all 
over  town  is  now  all  too  obvious. 

In  February  last  year  Western  Cape  Agri- 
culture made  a  payment  of  R24  000  to  the 
municipality  for  the  clearing  of  invasive 
alien  cacti  on  the  koppie.  More  than  a 
year  has  passed,  nothing  has  been  done 
and  the  cacti  continue  to  invade. 

A  report  on  the  municipal  traffic  depart- 
ment is  currently  being  considered  by  the 
Council,  which  we  hope  will  be  revealing. 
The  2012/2013  revised  budget  indicates 
an  under-recovery  of  Rl  500  000.  There 
is  also  significant  under-recovery  of  fines 
for  the  previous  year.  How  could  this 
happen?  At  the  time  of  writing  the  PA 
Municipality  has  not  had  an  audit  com- 
mittee for  three  months. 

Communication  between  the  municipality 
and  the  public  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
and  we  miss  "Vanuit  die  Raadsaal'  when 
it  doesn't  appear  in  The  Friend.  It  could 
have  been  used  to  advise  residents  that 
account  payments  were  being  brought 
forward  last  year  and  again  when  sewer- 
age charges  were  introduced. 

Section  58  of  the  Municipal  Systems  Act 
states:  A  municipality  must,  on  or  before 
31  October  of  each  year,  publish  in  the 
media  the  salary  scales  and  benefits  ap- 
plicable to  the  posts  of  the  municipal 
manager  and  every  manager  that  is  di- 
rectly accountable  to  the  municipal  man- 
ager. But  despite  two  written  requests  (on 
22/10/11  and  again  on  27/11/12)  this  has 


not  been  done,  leading  to  unnecessary  pub- 
lic speculation  and  misconception. 

Late  in  2011,  the  Municipal  Manager  con- 
firmed that  the  minutes  of  Municipal  Coun- 
cil meetings  would  be  available  on  file  at 
the  library.  Sadly,  the  most  recent  minutes 
that  can  be  seen  are  over  a  year  old! 

We  are  aware  of  the  budgetary  and  staff 
constraints  that  face  municipalities.  But 
residents  and  ratepayers  would  still  like 
to  see  our  municipality  graded  as  one  of 
the  best  in  the  Western  Cape. 

This  Association  is  more  than  willing  to 
work  with  local  government  to  assist  in 
achieving  that  goal.

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Bergwater's  New  Winemaker:  Jacques  Kruger 


Jacques  Kruger,  the  new  winemaker  at  Bergwater 

In  his  teens  Jacques  Kruger  thought 
he'd  be  a  surfer  and  spend  his  life, 
"just  lying  in  the  waves." 

So  it  took  a  little  time,  a  lot  of  patience,  a 
few  trials  and  some  errors  before  he  ma- 
tured into  a  wine-maker. 

Jacques  did  his  national  service  in  the 
navy  and  followed  that  with  various  odd 
jobs  and  biking  around  South  Africa  be- 
fore enrolling  at  Elsenburg  Agricultural 
College  in  Stellenbosch.  Because  the  one 
thing  he  did  know  for  sure,  was  that  a 
desk-bound  job  was  not  for  him. 

He  completed  a  two-year  Diploma  in 
1978  majoring  in  Viticulture,  Pomology 
and  Agronomy.  And  after  a  stint  as  a 
vineyard  supervisor  he  joined  a  well- 
known  Stellenbosch  Estate  in  January 
1981  as  a  cellar  assistant/vineyard  super- 
visor. And  after  just  one  week  in  the  win- 
ery he  knew  that  this  was  what  he  wanted 
to  do  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

So  dedicated  was  he  that  in  1985  he  went 
back  to  Elsenburg  for  a  two-year  diploma 
in  Cellar  Technology  and  returned  to  the 
Stellenbosch  Estate  as  Winemaker  in 
January  1987. 

Since  then  he  has  become  well  known  in 
wine  circles  and  boasts  numerous  interna- 
tional and  local  awards  including  Veritas 
Gold  and  Double  Gold  Medals.  He  was  a 
founding  member  of  the  Cap  Classique 


Producers  Association  established  in  1992 
(a  group  of  like-minded  producers  who 
shared  a  passion  for  bottle-fermented  spar- 
kling wines).  And  he  gained  valuable  ex- 
perience in  Germany,  France,  California 
and  Australia. 

So  how  did  he  come  to  Prince  Albert  and, 
more  importantly,  to  Bergwater? 

Well  years  ago  when  he  was  driving  buses 
to  pay  for  his  college  fees  he  met  Heimie 
Schoeman,  who  was  also  driving  buses  to 
pay  for  college  fees.  Years  later  they 
bumped  into  each  other  again  and  did  a 
quick  catch-up.  (Heimie  was  then  in  avia- 
tion and  Jacques  in  wine-making.)  And  so, 
when  the  Bergwater  Cellar  was  in  the  initial 
stages  of  construction  it  wasn't  surprising 
that  Jacques  got  a  call  from  Heimie  asking 
him  to  come  and  make  wine  for  them. 

So,  ten  years  ago,  Jacques  and  his  wife 
Adna  came  up  to  Prince  Albert  for  a  week- 
end. And  loved  it! 

But  the  Cellar  was  a  long  way  from  comple- 
tion and  Jacques  had  a  growing  family  to 
support.  So  they  returned  to  Paarl  where 
Jacques  bought  into  a  beautiful  wine  farm 
on  the  slopes  of  Paarlberg.  And  by  the  time 
the  Bergwater  Cellar  was  ready  for  him  he 
was  deeply  committed  to  making  a  success 
of  the  Estate's  wines. 

But  when  Bergwater's  wine-maker,  Mariska 
Vorster,  moved  on  the  timing  was  just  right. 
The  Krugers'  daughters  were  grown  up  and 
married,  Adna  had  moved  from  her  profes- 
sion as  a  school  teacher  to  a  very  good  job 
with  a  Stellenbosch  wine  estate  &  hotel  and 
Jacques  was  looking  for  a  new  challenge. 
So,  at  last,  he  joined  Bergwater  Wines  in 
January  this  year. 

Earlier,  in  Paarl,  he  had  been  producing 
wine  under  fairly  primitive  conditions.  So  it 
was  a  real  pleasure,  he  says,  to  make  wine 
in  a  cellar  that  was  "not  falling  apart." 
Much  of  the  equipment  at  Bergwater  is  hi- 
tech  and  automated  giving  Jacques  the  op- 
portunity to  get  up  close  and  personal  with 
the  Bergwater  cultivars,  to  test  the  grape  on 
the  vine  and  to  be  hands-on  with  the  current 
Sauvignon  Blanc  harvest. 

Stephan  Schoeman  is  the  man  in  charge  of 


the  vineyards,  says  Jacques.  It's  his  deci- 
sion when  to  spray  crops,  when  to  feed 
the  soil,  how  much  water  to  give,  etc.  And 
they  have  already  established  a  good 
working  relationship  based  on  mutual 
respect  for  each  other's  talents  and  skills. 

Jacques'  winemaking  philosophy  is,  and 
has  always  been,  "to  make  wine  naturally 
by  helping  the  grape  reach  its  full  poten- 
tial." And  he  does  this  in  different  ways 
depending  on  the  cultivar,  the  time  of  year 
and  always  with  an  eye  on  the  end  prod- 
uct. He  doesn't  believe  in  "being  too 
crazy  with  additives,"  and  he  knows  he's 
going  to  have  a  good  vintage  when  "the 
grape  looks  good  on  the  vine  and  the 
vineyard  is  a  happy  one. 

"I  try  to  make  wine  as  naturally  as  possi- 
ble by  just  pointing  the  grapes  in  the  right 
direction  and  not  forcing  the  wine  to  be 
something  it  is  not  destined  to  be." 

Jacques  believes  that  the  "snobbery 
should  be  taken  out  of  wine  and  it  should 
be  a  joy  to  drink."  For  him,  to  stand  in  an 
empty  cellar  knowing  that  his  wines  are 
sold  out  is  what  makes  him  happiest. 

So,  when  can  you  look  forward  to  tasting 
the  fruits  of  his  labours?  Well  the 
Bergwater  white  wines  will  be  on  the 
shelves  in  the  latter  part  of  this  year  and 
the  reds  around  March  of  2014. 

On  a  personal  note  -  Jacques  loves  Prince 
Albert  and  is  enjoying  his  new  lifestyle. 
The  only  thing  he  misses  is  having  Adna 
to  sit  on  the  stoep  with  him  of  an  evening. 
And  hopefully  he  won't  have  too  many 
lonely  times  ahead  as  they  are  actively 
looking  for  work  for  her  in  Prince  Albert 
so  that  she  can  join  him  here. 

With  the  harvest  coming  in,  he  doesn't 
have  too  much  time  to  brood.  He's  usu- 
ally still  at  the  cellar  well  after  midnight, 
and  in  again  by  5am  to  receive  the  freshly 
picked  grapes  while  they  are  still  cool  and 
fresh. 

So  if  you  see  Jacques  in  town,  invite  him 
over.  You  are  sure  to  find  he  has  all  the 
makings  of  a  fine  Prince  Alberter.

Daar  word  speel-speel 
geleer  lees,  skryf  en  tel  met  die  hulp  van 
die  innoverende  opvoedkundige  appara- 
te;  kinders  vorder  op  hul  eie  pas  en 
kleinspierontwikkeling  vind  terselfder- 
tyd  plaas. 

Die  Kiddies  College  is  nie  'n  skool  waar 
die  onderwyser  voor  'n  klas  staan  terwyl 
kinders  stil  en  gehoorsaam  luister  nie. 
Die  onderrigmetode  is  om  te  verduidelik 
hoe  die  apparaat  werk,  te  beklemtoon  dat 
dit  met  respek  behandel  moet  word  en  te 
herhaal.  Daar  word  ook  sosiale  lesse 
geleer  en  gebalanseerde  etes  voorsien. 
Kinders  leer  om  apparaat  self  weg  te  pak 
en  hul  eie  skottelgoed  te  was. 

Volgens  Schalk  Burger  (voorsitter  van 
Shiloh)  wat  saam  met  Jeanette  en  Etien- 
ne  van  Wyk  (inisi'eerder  van  die  projek 
in  PA)  uit  Kaapstad  gekom  het  om  die 
toeligtingsvergadering  namens  die  Om- 
gee Trust  te  lei,  sal  die  onderwys  nie 
gratis  wees  nie.  Ouers  en  die  gemeen- 
skap  moet  eienaarskap  van  die  skool 
neem   en   nie   hul   verantwoordelikheid 


ontduik  nie. 

Die  grootste  bepalende  faktor  gaan  wees 
om  'n  projekbestuurder  te  identifiseer 
wat  nie  net  entoesiasme  en  dryfkrag  het 
nie,  maar  ook  kan  organiseer  en  deursig- 
tig  bestuur.  Die  projekbestuurder  sal  ook 
nou  betrokke  wees  by  die  werwing  van 
korporatiewe  fondse  -  wat  volgens 
Schalk  volop  beskikbaar  is  vir  lewens- 
vatbare  projekte  met  'n  professionele 
besigheidsplan. 

Die  plaaslike  komitee  sal  kan  staatmaak 
op  Shiloh  se  bewese  rekord  van  agtien 
jaar  se  fondsinsameling  vir  hul  werk  in 
minderbevoorregte  gebiede.

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Tourism:  Star  Grading  a  Must  for  All  Guest  Accommodation 


The  Western  Cape  Government  is  urging  guest 
accommodation  to  be  star  graded  by  the  TGCSA 

The  Western  Cape  Department  of 
Economic  Development  and  Tour- 
ism is  ending  its  Tourism  Quality  Assur- 
ance Inspection  Programme  for  tourism 
accommodation  at  the  end  of  March 
2013.  The  programme  ensured  that  all 
accommodation  establishments  (and  tour 
operators)  registered  with  a  tourism  of- 
fice in  the  Western  Cape  and  not  graded 
by  the  Tourism  Grading  Council  of 
South  Africa  (TGCSA),  complied  with 
standards  set  by  the  Department  in  its 
effort  to  develop  the  Western  Cape  as  a 
quality  destination. 


The  Department  of  Economic  Develop- 
ment and  Tourism  has  instead  signed  a 
memorandum  of  understanding  with  the 
TGCSA  to  assess  all  accommodation  es- 
tablishments in  the  future.  All  accommo- 
dation establishments  that  have  been  as- 
sessed by  the  Department  up  to  and  includ- 
ing 31  March  2013  will  qualify  for  free  star 
grading  by  the  TGCSA  for  the  next  2  years 
starting  on  1  April  2013.  This  rebate  only 
applies  to  non-star  graded  establishments. 
Establishments  already  participating  in  the 
TGCSA  programme  will  continue  to  do  so 
at  the  prescribed  annual  fee. 

At  a  workshop  hosted  by  the  Department 
of  Economic  Development  and  Tourism  in 
Mossel  Bay  on  7  February  2013,  it  was 
noted  that  there  was  no  legislation  to  en- 
force star  grading.  The  decision  to  be  star 
graded  remains  optional.  However,  the 
Department  and  the  TGCSA  encouraged 
all  accommodation  establishments  to  join 
the  TGCSA  system  before  31  March  2013 
in  order  to  qualify  for  the  rebate  being  of- 
fered and  to  be  assessed.  There  was  no 


clarity  as  to  what  would  happen  follow- 
ing the  initial  two-year  period. 

All  of  Prince  Albert's  non-star  graded 
establishments  were  inspected  by  the 
Department  of  Tourism's  Ilze  Jacobs 
between  March  and  May  2012.  The  as- 
sessment remains  valid  for  two  years. 
However,  these  establishments  will  still 
have  to  apply  to  TGCSA  before  31 
March  2013  to  take  advantage  of  the 
rebate  offer.  New  accommodation  estab- 
lishments that  started  operating  in  the 
latter  half  of  2012  and  the  start  of  2013 
will  have  to  ensure  that  they  have  been 
assessed  by  the  Department  by  3 1  March 
2013  and  then  also  apply  to  the  TGCSA 
in  order  to  qualify  for  the  rebate.

(waar  sy  pa  die  septer  geswaai  het  as  inter  - 
nasionaal  bekende  rooskweker)  is  dit  te 
verstane  dat  hierdie  plannemaker  sy  ideale 
huis  sou  staan  maak  omsoom  van  'n  tuin 
vol  groente  en  kruie  -  en  waar  vrugtebome 
bloei  en  groei.

It  is  not  for  nothing  that  Prince 
Albert  GP,  Dr  Pete  Reinders  is  af- 
fectionately called  Pete  'Pampoen'. 
Because  when  he  is  not  attending  to  his 
patients  he  is  busy  growing  fresh  pro- 
duce for  his  popular  stall  at  the  Satur- 
day market.  That  is  why  Garden  Club 
members  were  so  keen  to  learn  more 
about  the  art  of  growing  organic  vege- 
tables and  fruit  from  the  good  doctor 
and  his  enthusiastic  helpers,  Megan, 
Richard  and  Freddie, 

On  a  warm  Wednesday  morning  in 
February  twenty  keen  gardeners  gath- 
ered around  Dr  Pete  in  his  nursery 
where  he  demonstrated  the  meticulous 
preparation  of  potting  mixture  and 
planting  trays  and  how  he  went  about 
planting  seeds.  He  stressed  the  value  of 
planning  and  the  need  to  be  patient. 
"It's  important  that  your  veggie  plants 
get  off  to  a  good  start,"  he  said.  Dr  Pete 
keeps  a  close  eye  on  the  newly-planted 
seed  trays,  popping  out  of  his  surgery 
several  times  a  day  to  ensure  that  the 
trays  remain  damp. 

He  spends  some  time  researching  and 


sourcing  his  vegetable  seeds  and  ad- 
mits that  unusual  and  heritage  seeds  are 
hard  to  find  locally  and  even  in  Cape 
Town.  He  orders  his  from  the  United 
States  and  the  United  Kingdom  as  well 
as  from  South  African  suppliers. 

After  four  to  six  weeks  the  seedlings 
are  ready  for  planting  and  Pete's  wife, 
Megan  and  gardener  Freddie  Chauke 
take  over.  His  son  Richard  contributes 
with  compost  and  'tea'  from  his  three 
worm  farms.  He  will  soon  start  selling 
his  worm  farms  locally. 

The  visitors  joined  the  enthusiastic  Re- 
inders team  for  a  guided  tour  of  their 
extensive  veggie  garden  and  orchard. 
They  learned  more  about  tomatillos, 
yard-long  beans,  various  kinds  of  chil- 
lies and  capsicums,  squash  that  is  a 
favourite  in  Thailand,  cherry  guavas,  as 
well  as  the  ups  and  downs  of  growing 
vegetables  and  fruit  in  the  Karoo. 
A  Garden  Club  member  was  overheard 
musing,  "Only  in  Prince  Albert... 
but  that's  what  makes  living  here  so 
special."

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Residents  plan  the  future  of  Prince  Albert

'  arlier  this  month  residents  of  Prince 
'Albert  and  Klaarstroom  were  in- 
vited to  attend  two-day  workshops  de- 
voted to  improving  their  neighbourhoods. 
They  were  run  by  the  provincial  Depart- 
ment of  Local  Government  in  partnership 
with  the  Prince  Albert  Municipality.  The 
aim  was  to  draft  neighbourhood  improve- 
ment plans  focused  on  projects  that  were 
dear  to  residents'  hearts. 

Japie  Kritzinger,  enthusiastic  facilitator  of 
the  Prince  Albert  workshop,  explained 
that  area  based  planning  has  several  goals: 
to  focus  government's  attention  on  spe- 
cific areas  in  a  municipality  that  are  under 
developed,  to  encourage  community  in- 
volvement in  the  Integrated  Development 
Plan  (IDP),  and  to  provide  a  clear  picture 
to  the  community  of  what  government  - 
national,  provincial  and  local  -  is  doing  in 
terms  of  service  delivery.As  such  it  of- 
fered a  unique  opportunity  for  residents  to 
have  a  real  say  in  the  future  planning  of 
their  neighbourhoods. 


There  were  about  30  participants  at  the 
Prince  Albert  workshops  representing  the 
Municipality,  local  Associations,  and  vari- 
ous communities.  Mayor  Lottering,  Coun- 
cillors Jaftha  and  Bower  together  with 
Heinrich  Mettler,  Pedro  Oliphant  and 
Heinrich  Esterhuizen  also  attended  which 
helped  lend  gravitas  to  proceedings  giving 
delegates  a  sense  that  their  voices  were  be- 
ing heard. 

After  walking  the  various  Wards  and  inter- 
viewing residents  at  large,  the  delegates 
separated  into  groups  to  identify  and  priori- 
tise the  needs  of  the  various  wards.  After 
robust  debate  two  'anchor'  projects  were 
agreed  on  (1)  a  safe  house  for  victims  of 
domestic  violence  and  (2)  a  multi-purpose 
community  centre.  These  were  directed  to 
Pedro  Oliphant,  Community  Services  Offi- 
cer, to  develop  and  include  in  the  town's 
IDP. 

Next  up  were  group  discussions  to  identify 
achievable  projects  that  would  benefit  the 


community  and  assist  in  achieving  their 
hopes  for  the  town.  There  followed  a 
strict  voting  process  which  declared  the 
building  of  a  community  swimming  pool 
as  the  most  urgent,  followed  by  the  up- 
grading of  pavements  and  the  greening/ 
beautification  of  the  town. 

Kritzinger  told  the  Friend  that  of  the  five 
municipalities  in  the  Western  Cape  he  had 
facilitated,  Prince  Albert's  had  produced 
the  best  strategic  vision.  This  he  attributed 
to  residents  sharing  similar  ideas  and 
hopes  for  the  town  and  the  buy-in  from 
community  members.  He  also  noted  that 
the  projects  proposed  were  realistic  and 
achievable  and  felt  that  it  was  important 
that  the  community  see  physical  change. 
Kritzinger' s  report  on  the  outcomes  of  the 
workshop  will  form  the  basis  of  an  area 
plan  for  the  IDP  for  Prince  Albert  due  to 
be  finalised  at  the  end  of  March  2013.

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Lost  in  Oscar  Pistorius  frenzy, 
the  horrific  violence  against  women  and  children  continues 


In  South  Africa,  "life  as  normal"  in- 
volves daily  violence  against  women. 
Rebecca  Davis  takes  a  look  at  some  of  the 
stories  that  got  lost  in  the  Pistorius  frenzy. 

Butterworth,  Eastern  Cape,  9  February. 
It's  a  Saturday  night,  and  a  110-year-old 
woman  is  sleeping  alone  in  the  house  she 
shares  with  her  22-  year-old  granddaugh- 
ter. At  some  point  after  20:30,  a  man  en- 
ters her  house,  pulls  the  woman  from  her 
bed  on  to  the  floor,  and  rapes  her.  He 
briefly  breaks  off,  and  she  thinks  the  or- 
deal may  be  over.  Instead,  he  returns  with 
a  knife  to  ensure  her  silence  while  he  con- 
tinues. Only  when  the  woman's  grand- 
daughter is  heard  outside  the  yard,  does  he 
get  up  and  flee. Police  questioned  a  man 
matching  the  woman's  description  of  her 
rapist  on  1 1  February. 

Carletonville,  Gauteng.  On  25  February,  12 
men  were  expected  to  appear  in  the  Carle- 
tonville Magistrate's  Court.  They  are  part 
of  a  group  of  15  men  in  total  who  are  ac- 
cused of  having  gang-raped  a  23-year-old 
woman  on  20  February.  The  woman  was 
walking  home  with  her  friend  when  they 
were  allegedly  set  upon  by  a  group  of  men, 
who  hit  her  over  the  head  before  dragging 
her  to  bushes  nearby.  Her  friend  escaped. 
The  23  year  old  was  allegedly  raped  by  at 
least  12  men  in  the  bushes,  before  being 
dragged  to  a  nearby  shack  where  another 
three  men  then  proceeded  to  rape  her. 

Tzaneen,  Limpopo,  16  February.  A  two- 
year-old  child  is  allegedly  abducted  by  a 
29-year-old  man,  a  friend  of  her  father's. 
He  allegedly  took  her  into  the  bushes, 
raped  her,  and  abandoned  her  there.  A  man 
was  arrested  on  20  February  and  appeared 
in  the  Tzaneen  Magistrate's  Court. 

Heilbron,  Free  State,  22  February.  Nine 
youths,  aged  between  15  and  19,  appear  in 
the  Heilbron  Magistrate's  Court.  They  are 
accused  of  having  gang-  raped  a  24-year- 
old  woman,  who  was  walking  home  with 
her  husband  after  a  family  gathering.  Her 
husband  was  able  to  escape,  and  ran  to 
contact  police.  The  woman  was  reportedly 
found  near  an  open  field. 

Kimberley,  Northern  Cape,  22  February.  It 
is  announced  that  the  1 6  year-old  boy  who 
is  accused  of  having  killed  a  Griekwastad 


family  last  April  will  now  face  an  addi- 
tional rape  charge.  The  youth  allegedly 
shot  dead  farmer  Deon  Steenkamp,  his 
wife  Christelle,  and  their  14-year-old 
daughter  Marthella.  The  state  now  con- 
tends that  he  raped  14-year-old  Marthella 
before  killing  her.  His  trial  will  start  on  1 1 
March. 

Herbertsdale,  Western  Cape,  15  February. 
A  49-year-old  woman  enters  the  Kwanon- 
qaba  police  station  to  report  an  act  of  do- 
mestic violence.  A  52-year-old  police  con- 
stable on  duty  listens  to  her  complaint. 
Then  he  allegedly  locks  the  station's  front 
door,  drags  the  woman  to  the  trauma  room, 
and  rapes  her.  When  the  woman  reported 
the  matter  to  the  same  police  station  the 
next  day,  she  was  assured  by  a  different 
policeman  that  police  officers  would  be 
sent  to  her  home  to  listen  to  her  account. 
They  never  arrived.  Subsequently  the  Inde- 
pendent Police  Investigative  Directorate 
(IPID)  was  made  aware  of  the  incident. 
The  constable  was  arrested  on  20  February. 

Atlantis,  Western  Cape,  18  February. 
Twenty-year-old  Melandri  Bukkies  is 
home  alone.  A  man  -  allegedly  her  ex- 
boyfriend,  against  whom  she  had  an  inter- 
dict -  enters  the  house  and  stabs  her  to 
death.  The  Cape  Argus  quotes  local  coun- 
cillor Barbara  Rass  as  saying  that  Buk- 
kies's  murder  was  the  second  in  the  area 
within  a  week.  "We've  lost  two  girls  -  both 
inside  their  own  houses,"  Rass  said. 

Phoqukhalo,  KwaZulu-Natal,  15  February. 
A  41 -year-old  man  is  arrested  for  having 
repeatedly  raped  his  12 -year-old  step- 
daughter. After  the  girl  fell  pregnant,  com- 
munity members  approached  the  police 
with  their  suspicions  last  October,  but 
when  police  questioned  the  girl's  family, 
vehement  denials  ensued.  A  paternity  test 
confirmed  that  the  father  of  the  girl's  child 
was  her  stepfather. 

Ga-Rankuwa,  Gauteng,  21  February.  The 
dead  body  of  an  eight -year-old  girl  is  found 
near  a  shopping  complex.  Mabutho  had 
gone  missing  on  her  way  home  from 
school  four  days  previously.  Two  men 
have  been  arrested. 

Winterveldt,  Gauteng,  14  February.  The 
dead  body  of  75-year-old  Kate  Legodi  is 


found  at  her  home.  She  had  been  hacked  to 
death.  The  suspected  murderers  are  her  two 
sons.  The  younger  son  -  aged  40  -  had  been 
adopted  by  Legodi.  While  his  older  brother 
was  arrested,  he  went  on  the  run. 

Grabouw,  Western  Cape,  20  February.  Two 
men  accused  of  having  raped  the  22-year-old 
daughter  of  a  Grabouw  councillor  are  re- 
leased on  R500  bail  each.  The  Cape  Times 
reported  that  the  woman  considered  the  al- 
leged rapists  to  be  good  and  trusted  friends. 
"I  feel  ashamed  and  dirty,"  she  reportedly 
said.  Her  father  was  opposed  to  the  two  men 
having  been  granted  bail. 

The  crimes  listed  above  likely  represent  only 
a  fraction  of  the  full  number  of  incidents  of 
violence  against  women  that  have  taken 
place  in  South  Africa  only  over  a  few  days. 
Rape,  in  particular,  is  believed  to  be  mas- 
sively underreported  -  by  some  estimates  as 
few  as  just  one  in  nine  rapes  are  reported. 
Many  of  the  violent  murders  and  rapes  listed 
here  would  have  warranted  only  a  few  para- 
graphs tucked  away  in  the  inner  pages  of 
South  African  newspapers.  In  fact,  it  gener- 
ally takes  a  rape  or  murder  characterised  by 
extreme  levels  of  violence  or  particularly 
grotesque  details  -  like  that  of  Anene  Booy- 
sen  -  to  warrant  a  front  page.  That,  or  the 
involvement  of  a  very  high-profile  protago- 
nist. 

Even  if  newspapers  were  to  resolve  to  report 
all  violent  attacks  on  women  and  rapes,  it's 
likely  they  would  simply  run  out  of  space. 
Lerato  Moloi  of  the  Institute  of  Race  Rela- 
tions said  last  week:  "If  data  for  all  violent 
assaults,  rapes,  and  other  sexual  assaults 
against  women  are  taken  into  account,  then 
approximately  200,000  adult  women  are 
reported  as  being  attacked  in  South  Africa 
every  year."  She  added:  "The  real  figure  is  in 
all  probability  considerably  higher." 

The  grim  truth  is  that  violence  against 
women  in  South  Africa  is  so  prevalent  that 
individual  cases  are  often  not  even  particu- 
larly newsworthy.  They  are  just  a  part  of 
daily  life.

Fernskloof  Wines  in  the  Prince  Albert 
Valley  will  host  the  first  Fernskloof 
Trail  Run  on  Saturday,  1  June  2013.  The 
race  is  the  brainchild  of  the  winery's, 
Diederik  le  Grange,  himself  a  keen  trail 
runner,  who  describes  road-running  as 
"boring." 

The  15km  race  includes  climbs,  some  of 
which  are  rather  steep,  and  descents  of  the 
koppies  on  the  picturesque  Angeliers- 
bosch  and  neighbouring  farms.  The  trail 
leads  through  vineyards,  streams,  water 
tunnels  and  past  three  kloofs,  Fernskloof, 
Ganskloof  and  Diepkloof  It  also  includes 
a  jeep  track.  Diederik  says  that  70%  of  the 
trail  is  single-track  and  both  experienced 
trail  runners  and  beginners  will  enjoy  the 
experience. 

"Enjoyment  of  the  run  surrounded  by  the 
beauty  of  nature  is  what  trail  running  is  all 
about,"  says  Diederik,  "and  that's  why  I 
want  to  keep  the  day  simple.  Trail  running 
is  associated  with  doing  things  on  your 
own  steam."  MediClinic  is  the  main  spon- 
sor of  the  event  and  will  provide  medics 
and  medical  facilities.  There  will  be  re- 
freshments and  toilets  but  runners  will 
carry  their  own  water  and  will  not  need  to 
be  registered  with  any  official  athletics 
governing  body.  And  instead  of  getting  an 
oversize  t-shirt  never  to  be  worn,  adult 
entrants  will  receive  a  complimentary 
pack  of  three  bottles  of  Fernskloof  wine 
valued  at  Rl  80! 

Trail  running  is  growing  in  popularity  all 
over  the  world  and  according  to  Diederik, 
"it's  the  in  thing  in  South  Africa  at  the 
moment."  For  those  of  us  new  to  the 


sport,  it  is  rather  like  cross  country  running 
that  was  often  compulsory  at  school  once 
upon  a  time.  However,  cross  country  run- 
ning usually  takes  place  over  relatively 
short  courses  on  grass  fields  and  in  parks. 
Trail  runners  say  the  physical  and  spiritual 
benefits  of  their  sport  are  many  and  that  one 
is  holistically  much  fitter. 

Diederik  is  inspired  by  the  book,  Born  to 
Run,  by  Christopher  McDougall,  which  he 
says  is  what  his  trail  is  all  about.  McDougall 
tells  of  his  and  other  runners'  efforts  to  un- 
derstand the  Tarahumara  Indians  of  Mexico, 
who  live  quietly  in  canyons  and  are  reputed 
to  be  the  best  distance  runners  in  the  world. 
For  centuries  they  have  practised  techniques 
that  allow  them  to  run  hundreds  of  miles 
without  rest  while  enjoying  every  mile  of  it. 
McDougall's  message  is  that  humans  are 
designed  to  run  long  distances  but  are  ham- 
pered by  external  factors,  such  as  thick- 
soled  running  shoes  and  the  modern  ethos 
of  'no  pain,  no  gain'.  McDougall  believes 
that  the  essence  of  running  should  not  be 
grim  determination,  but  sheer  joy. 

The  Fernskloof  Trail  Run's  entry  fee  for 
adults  (18  years  and  over)  is  R260.00  while 
entrants  who  are  1 7  years  and  younger  pay 
R80.00.
